ARE OIPPED EAST 


According to statements made by 
W. Ff. Dewtler, division freight and 
passenger agent of the Santa Fe, 
the grape shipments to eastern 
points this year from San Bernar- 
dino county aggregated approxt- 
mately 800 carloads, or 50 per cent 
more than grape shipments of 1920. 

The grape shipping season, which 
began on August 27, and has con- 
tinued until now, with only slight 
ecessations on account of rains, is 
now at an end. The grapes that re 
main on the vines will not be ship- 
ped out of the county. Trucks will 
transport them to the wineries near 


the vineyards. 


Grapes this year netted the grow- 
ers from $50 to $100 per ton. Sev- 
eral years ago $12 and $15 per ton 


was considered a good price.

OURIST maps, eriss-crossed and dotted—run- 
ning from all central points to the four corners 
of the earth—give more or less reliable in- 
formation to the tourist-autoist. Some of the 

routes are mere trails, while others point the way 
of comfort and safety. The irresponsible routed lines 
lie largely in the west, where a sandy trail, good 
enough for certain uses, is not sufficiently graded and 
prepared for comfort. Each, however, plays its part 
in directing auto-tourists, and without them touring 
would be almost impossible. 

But there is one route, the Lineo!n highway, that 
fails. It the far east to the 
far west. Except in soggy and places, 
which are rare, and across some to-be-watched moun- 
tain passes of the Rockies, it is a delight from start to 
much more so than a few years back when

“the great ‘‘trail’’ across the continent was inaugu- 


rated. One may take it at the gates of New York, 
for instanee, and follow it, day and night if wished, 
all the way te San Franeisco or other Pacific coast 
points. It may be followed straight through, or a 
detour taken, starting at Julesburg, and on to Den- 
ver, instead of via Cheyenne, crossing the Rockies 
into Salt Lake City, to again with the 
main route there, or at Ogden, and on over the 
mountains to he Pacific. Or again, one may detour 
at Ogden and go northwest Umatilla 
and down the beautiful Columbia river, which is the 
real rival of the Hudson for scenie effect, to Port- 
land and the northwest. 

The Lincoln highway is well marked and _ easily 
followed. Along its winding way, after one gets west 
of Illinois, almost every city, town and hamlet has a 
eampers’ park, free without asking. The mountain 
city of Denver started the plan of these free camping 
grounds, and other localities were not slow to follow 
the example. ‘‘Overland Park’’ in Denver has ac- 
commodations for 30,000 campers, and auto camp 
superintendents are authority for the statement that 
on an average of 150 cars park there each day dur- 
ing summer and early fall months. 

The tourists traveling the Lincoln highway are well 
aware of its routing and points of interests passed 
through before they leave on the long, happy jour- 
ney. They know, by their maps and information 
bureaus, that it comes into Omaha over the Douglas 
street bridge; goes directly west via Fremont, Grand 
island, Kearney, and out along the ‘‘Overland 
Koute’’— through towns of lesser size, but just as 
interesting. They know that for them haye been 
prepared free camping places in desirable localities. 
The New York Tribune, in a special article on this 
great ocean-to-ocean highway, says: ‘‘Comfort is the 
reason for the popularity of the Lincoln highway. It 
isn’t only the smooth road, although that is the main 
comfort. The way the road is posted is one of its 
greatest, delights.’’ 

A road that is not posted properly, is worse than 
no posting at all. If improperly posted an.autoist may 
be off the road he desires to take many long miles 
before his error is discovered. Once that was possible 
on the Lincoln highway through portions of Colorado 
and Wyoming, but not now.—Omaha World Herald.

PREVENTION BETTER THAN CURE 
INETY-FIVE per cent of the fires in the United 
States are caused by carelessness and indiff- 
erence,’’ declared John H. Shively, special 
representative of the National Fire Prevention 
Association, in an address before the San Francisco 
Klectrical Development Association. 

Shively made a strong appeal for the prevention 
of fire. Let ‘‘earefulness’? be your watchword, he 
Last year in the United States alone there 
were over 23,000 persons burned to death in fires 
which resulted from carelessness. Most of these per- 
sons were women and children, whose lives were 
sacrificed for lack of caution. The average daily loss 
from fire is $1,000,000 and the average daily loss of 
life due to fires is forty-one, Shively stated. 

Shively illustrated his talk with a reel of motion 
pictures on the prevention of fire. The picture show- 
ed ‘‘Carelessness,’’ the starter of fires, and ‘‘Care-

The Board of Supervisors met at} 
the usual hour Monday morning in) 
the board room. After the reading 
of the minutes of the previous meet- 
ing which were approved, the first 
matter for discussion was the suit 
of the county against E. R. Hively 
of Cucamonga for the cutting trees 
along the highway in front of his 
ranch. At the invitation of Super- 
visor Grier, Mr. Hively appeared be- 
fore the board to give his side of 
the question. Accompanying him 
were the following neighbors, who 


all gave their view on the matter: 
BE. R. Hively, C. Winkler, Henry 
Klusman, O. W. Hatch, W. D 


Hatch, J. E. Davis and John Stobey. 

Mr. Hively topped and cut down 
about thirty trees, all eucalyptus, on 
the west side of Hermosa avenue, 
without a permit from the Board of 
Supervisors, which is issued by Mr. 
James Cole, the highway commis 
sioner. He stated that his neighbors 
had done the same and he also had 
before cut trees by his place on the

highway, that there was no formality | 


gone through. All of Mr. Hively:s 





neighbors stated that the trees were 
a nuisance and of benfit to no one. 
That the trees ruined property in 


their vicinity. The matter was put 
over until next .week as Supervisor 
Greir was the only suyer- 
visor that was absent. He is re- 
ported to be ill. Next week Mr. 
Hively will appear before the super- 
visors and with Supervisor Grier 
present, it is the sentiment of the 
board that the case will be dis- 
missed, with the understanding that 
in the future it. will be necessary 
for a permit to be issued for tree 


trimming and cutting on the county 
highways. 

Professor Crandall, former superin- 
tendent of the San Bernardino 
schools, left to take a _ position 
in the northern part of the state 
and did not resign frdm the county 
board of education. The position 
was declared vacant by the Board 
of Supervisors and appointed Percy 
W. Davis who succeeded Mr. Cran- 
dall in the city schools. 

Mrs. Nellie Gregory, who formerly 
lived in Oro Grande, is the orig- 
inator of the beautiful semi-adver- 
tising booklet called the Kingdom 
of the Sun. It is a very beautiful 
work of art which describes our

Mrs. Gregory states that about 5000 
copies will be issued and she asks 
that the Board of Supervisors sup- 
port her to the extent of 2 cents 
a copy for the 3000 and one cent 
for the 2000. The first 1500 are to 
be taken by the Los Angeles church- 
es, the second 1500 to be distributed 
by the counties and the various 
chambers of commerce. The rest 
of 2000 are to be distributed by the 
Harvey system of accomodation on 
railroad systems. 

The Board of Supervisors author- 
ized 2 cents a copy for the 3000 
copies and one cent on the 2000 
copies. It is a beautiful piece of 
work and will tend to give people 
of our country at large an actual 
view of our wonderful country. 

Supervisor Biggin reports that the 
prison camp has at last been moved, 
the men working Saturday and Sun- 
day. 

Chief Traffic Officer Jay Boone 
handed in his third report for the 
year 1921. During July the fines 
were $873 for 96 arests. During 
August the fines were $830 with 88 


arrests. During September the fines 
were $784 with 87 arrests. The total 
amount of fines paid was $2487. 


The total number of arrests for traf- 
fic violations was 271. The number 
of cases dismissed was 6, and the 
number of cases to appear is 10. 
This meeting of the Board of 
Supervisors was very quiet and lit- 
tle business was transacted outside 
of the usual routine of passing on 
the regular line of bills that usually 


come up. Just before convening 
court at 11 o’clock, Judge Goodcell 
came before the Board of Super- 


visors and requested that the super- 
visors increase their memberships in 
the League of the Southwest.

Southwest is to be held in 
Riverside in about 30 days and as 
this section of the country vi- 
tally affected as to power and var- 
ious dispositions, he felt that San 
Bernardino and adjacent counties 
should be well represented. It was 
moved by Supervisor Biggin that 
the county memberships be increased 
to five as heretofore and it was af- 
firmed.
